No student of Christian Iconography, Early Italian, Byzantine, or Russian, will be able to 
ignore this sumptuous book. The author, one of the foremost Russian Byzantinists, lays down as 
his main thesis that certain famous Russian ioons, till lately believed to go back to purely Byzantine 
originals, are really to be derived from the compositions of the Italian primitives of the xivth century, 
and to this they owe their tender sentiment alien from Byzantine vigour. Though this Russian, 
interest may make no special appeal to Westerners, no one interested in Byzantine art can fail to 
welcome the new light thrown upon the latter, by which it is seen to be far more receptive of outside 
ideaB than we have been accustomed to think. The writer shows how the Italian motives were 
caught up and assimilated by the Greek Icon-painters, many of them Cretans, working in Italy at 
Otranto, Venice, &o., and bo transmitted to Byzance, where they were appropriated by an artistio 
revival then in progress, whose existence we can just trace in its reflections at Athos and about the 
Balkans, but whose main productions perished in the fall of the Empire. From Byzance these 
motives were passed on to Russia in such a form that their origin has long lain hid, and here again 
they were subjected to the influence of a new artistic environment. 

The author has taken the iconography of the B.V.M. to illustrate his thesis ; to distinguish the 
new elements he has had to make an exhaustive study of the old forms, resulting in a complete 
survey of all the representations of Our Lady ourrent in pure Byzantine art; these he reduces to four 
fundamental types. For this purpose, besides larger works of art, special importance attaches to the 
leaden seals as often belonging to persons who can be identified, and so offering definite criteria of 
date; the author has accordingly reproduced hundreds of these upon ao enlarged scale, and com¬ 
mented upon them fully, so often supplementing Soblumberger. But the chief contribution to our 
knowledge is in the conception of a receptive Byzance, prepared to borrow even from the hated 
Latins, and capable of recasting its borrowings in its own moulds. Later Italian developments were 
rejected by Russia, because there was no longer any intermediate artistic centre capable of such 
recasting. 

Apart from the value of the text, the innumerable illustrations of Italian paintings, Italo-Greek 
versions of them, Russian Icons shewing further assimilation-of the same, also of Byzantine seals 
and other objects upon which the older motives appear, provide a store of material upon which 
orkers in related fields will be glad to draw.—E. H. Minns.

This pamphlet, which is one of the earliest and most important 
documents relating to the New Netherlands, is extremely rare. 

There was no copy in the Church collection. In it an account is 
given (by means of an imaginary conversation between ten men of 
different nationalities) of the history of the Dutch colony down to the 
first four years of Peter Stuyvesant’s governorship. 

Its importance was discovered by Dr. G. M. Asher in 1849 when 
examining the enormous collection of pamphlets belonging to Mr. 

Frederick Muller at Amsterdam. He gives a lengthy description of 
it in his Essay on the Dutch Books and Pamphlets relating to the New 
Netherlands.

Most of the woodcuts in this book exhibit a wonderful triumph of 
design, and must take the front rank among the best examples of 
Venetian wood engraving towards the close of the fifteenth century. 

Nothing but the Poliphilo can be put in line with it. The book was 
first printed in Latin in 1491, but it then contained only a few 
anatomical cuts. “ Two years later, that is in 1493, an Italian 
translation of Ketham’s hand-book was produced by the same printers, 
in a new and more richly decorated form. The opportunity afforded 
by the issue of this version, to enlarge the number of illustrations, was 
not neglected by the printers. New and more elaborate figures were 
substituted for the old ones ; and some free original compositions 
were added. . . . Along with the purely professional designs, adopted 
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or adapted from those in the original edition, we find in the Italian 
version of 1493, four new woodcuts, each of them filling a folio page. 

In the first, we see the physician, Petrus de Montagnana, lecturing 
from his rostrum : beneath him sit an old man, and a woman with a 
child, who represent the patients.

its Roman types, harmonious if not absolutely correct in form, are 
impressed with beautiful regularity upon paper of magnificent strength 
and thickness; and the woodcuts which adorn the pages are not the 
least of its merits. 

“ The cuts are for the most part mere professional delineations of 
military engines; but the designs are so clear, and the lines drawn 
with such a bold and firm hand, that they strongly remind us of 
Lionardo’s masterly sketches of similar objects. There is equally high 
quality in the occasional human figures of warriors in armour and 
the like, and in the figures of the animals pulling the waggons and 
chariots. The engraver’s work also is of such perfect execution that 
the original drawing can have lost nothing of its merit in his hands. 

The difficulties with which the old system of cutting the block length¬ 
wise had to contend, in the reproduction of simple sti’aight lines, seem 
to have had no existence for the artists who worked on the Valturio. 

The lines fall everywhere exactly into their true perspective; the 
corners form correct angles sharply and clearly drawn. When we 
reflect upon the position which the technique of wood-engraving 
occupied in all countries about the year 1472, we must recognize^ 
perforce that this book is one of the most noteworthy productions ot 
an age astonishingly fertile in new inventions.” 

Owing to portions of several of the woodcuts extending to the 
edge of the foremargins, copies almost invariably have some of them 
cut into. But this copy, being exceptionally large, has none cut into. 

The book had been written some years before its publication, as it was 
dedicated to Sigismondo Malatesta, who died in 1464. It was the 
only book printed by John of Verona, unless indeed he can be identified 
with Giovanni Alvise, who in conjunction with Alberto Alvise was 
printing at Verona in 1478.
